This family event, combined with discovering all the material on 
Heiltsuk history and Namu cannery, renewed my belief in myself as a Heiltsuk person and 
as a anthropology student. I have always been very proud of my identity, but in going back 
Connery Farmers’ Market home, my sense of identity as a Heiltsuk person was strengthened even more.

| university world I experienced was very abstract and distant from the world I grew up in. I 
felt like I never belonged or was understood.

3 Barons Renaissance Fair Woods 
by David (Rusty) Phillips, CAWMC Member 





About three years ago, | became aware of a wood produced for and issued by the 3 Barons Renaissance Fair (Anchorage, 
Alaska). Then, again this year (2017) | became aware of another wood or woods from the Fair. So, to get the “whole truth, 
and nothing but the truth,” | contacted the 3 Barons Renaissance Fair office (as noted on its website www.3barons.org) and 
received a MOST WELCOME REPLY, from its contact person, Kevin Hall! 


Kevin (Member-At-Large in charge of Promotions) not only sent me a copy of each of the three woods issued by the Fair, but 
also he provided a very comprehensive summary of the “how and why” these woods were produced and distributed. Rather 
than trying to rephrase Kevin’s word, | am quoting verbatim his excellent explanations of the reason for and the use of these 
three woods, as follows: 


“The first 1.5 inch coin is the one you see on the website and is our standard coin 
for the last few years. It has no monetary value at the Fair, but is still coveted since 
it is given to the Public by the peasants of our renaissance village, as a reward for 
interacting with the actors, winning a game, showing some sort of skill or just 
making an effort to have fun. The coins in turn are used to vote for their favourite 
visiting Baron: Red, Blue or Green. The Barons try to win the wooden coins from the 
Public while staying true to their character. The Red Baron is noble, the Green 
Baron is greedy and the Blue Baron is mystical and whimsical. They do this by any 
means possible: magic, intimidation, rendering aid or service of some sort, and so 
on. 


The introduction of the wooden coin has allowed the Public to engage with the 
actors and storyline in a more impactful way and has become very popular. Each 
day of the Fair, a tally is given for the Barons to show who is in the lead. On the 
fourth and final day a winner is announced, and based on our story line, the Baron 
wins the legendary Spear of Hillthelstan the Bold — our town namesake. By winning 
the Spear, it ensures prosperity for his people for the next year. We have printed 
two orders of 10,000 over the last four years. Black imprint on both sides. 


The second 1.5” coin is our 25th Anniversary version of the town currency, to 
commemorate this 2017 special milestone. The coin was given to the Public during 
our 25th Anniversary celebration, for voting for their favourite Baron. We are 
truly thankful for the long-time support the Hillshire community has given us.

Pamela hand-painted these woods in a rustic style. The wood slice with a 
gold maple leaf, “Canada” in red script and “1867-2017” in gold block 
lettering. Each piece is sealed with poly-acrylic to make it durable. The 
wood is birch, sourced from an arborist local to Durham Region (Ontario). 
Instead of being disposed off, it is reclaimed, upcycled and given new 
life. Pieces measure approximately 3-3.5 inches (7.5-8.75 cm) diameter 
and 3/8 inch (0.75 cm) thick.
